The woman thought her guilt 
could be seen. 

She constantly washed her 
hands, hoping to get rid of the 
bicoa Ssne supposed was visible 
to the world. 

“Out, damn spot!” she cried 
as she compulsively washed 
her hands. ‘‘Out, | say!”’ 

The woman was 
Shakespeare’s fictional Lady 
Macbeth but her condition 
illustrates an anxiety disorder, 
said Dr. Dan L. Zimbroff, San 
Antonio Community Hospital’s 
mental health director. 

In a National Institute of 
Mental Health survey, 19 
percent of the 10,000 
respondents gave symptoms 
meeting the criteria of panic 
disorders, which are sudden, 
intense experiences of severe 
anxiety. 

“It is the mental illness that 
is least likely to be treated,” 
Zimbroff said. People with the 
disorder are likely to have seven 
physician contacts before they 
are treated. 

The medical community still 
is debating whether the anxiety 
or panic disorders are

psychologically caused or 
biochemical in origin, he said. 

Nonetheless, a panic attack 
has very real physical 
symptoms. Combined with 
feelinas of intense tear, people 
experience palpitations, 
shortness of breath, 
lightheadedness, profuse 
sweating and even chest pains. 

The symptoms sound much 
like a heart attack, Zimbroff 
said, and there is an “enormous 
overlay” between the two. 

But just as in the case of a 
heart attack, a panic episode 


can “‘come clear out of the blue. 


People can be awakened by 
them,” he said, even when they 
are not dreaming. 

“That argues fora 
biochemical theory,” the 
Upland psychiatrist said. 

Medications can provide 
substational relief from panic 
attacks. In some instances, 
behavioral or cognitive therapy 
is called for, particularly in 
association with phobias. 

But Zimbroff cautions, 
“Psychotherapies aren’t going 
to work without medicine.” He 
also said some people need 
only the medication, not the 
therapy. 

Once someone does take 


medication, it must be ingested 
six to 12 months before a drug- 
free interval is attempted, he 
said. 

“Many people have a 
reoccurrence between two and 
three years and have to go back 
on medication,” he said. 

Although medicine can 
prevent a panic attack if taken 
on a regular basis, the disorder 
“just zooms in” on people 
without warning. There isn'ta 
drug available to stop an attack 
that’s in the process of 
occurring. 

There are a few side effects 
associated with the medication, 
most notably dizziness, 
lightheadedness, dry mouth or 
eyes and instability of the blood 
pressure. 

Worse, patients can feel an 
exacerbation of the anxiety 
attack if they aren’t started ona 
low enough dosage, he said. 

Had Lady Macbeth known 
what is known today about 
anxiety and panic disorders, 
she might have been helped. 

Zimbroff said people with the 
disorders “feel extremely 
isolated” and feel a tremendous 
sense of relief when they know 
they aren’t the only ones who 
are afflicted by it.

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Youngster doesn’t shy away from challenge

Ryan Maloney faces a little 
extra challenge when he 
competes in various sports. 

This is the first year Ryan has 
realized he has cerebral palsy 
and that he won’t ever walk quite 
like his fellow Magnolia School 
kindergarten classmates. 

But the active 5-year-old 
Upland Astros T-ball player loves 
tagging out his opponents at 
second base. When he’s not on 
the field, he’s practicing his 
kicks in his karate class. And the 
youngster plans to play soccer 
this fall. 

Every new sport calls fora 
special effort for him, but the 
blonde youngster enjoys taking 


them on. 

“Karate is my favorite. | want 
to be a karate instructor,” he 
said shyly. His goal is to earn a 
red belt in the sport. 


“We have to experiment to see 


what Ryan can handle. He loves 
T-ball. | wasn’t going to enroll 
him so early in karate but he 
wanted to try. Now soccer is 
next and we’re waiting to see if 
he can take all that running,” 
said Valerie Maloney, who also 
is the mother of precocious 2- 
year-old Bryce. 


Ryan attended a school for the 


disabled from the age of 18 
months to 3. His mother said he 
became comfortable being 
around other disabled children. 
But he was faced with an 
entirely new situation when he 


entered public school recently. 

Mrs. Maloney said her son 
came home one day and told her 
the children at school were 
making fun of him because he 
has trouble walking. 

“1 told him that was a problem 
he would have to solve and that 
his cerebral palsy wasn’t going 
to get any worse, but it also 
wasn’t going to get any better. | 
told him he would have to 


- explain to the children why he 


doesn’t walk like they do, but 
that he was trying his best,” she 
said. 

The boy took his mother’s 
advice. He came home the next 
day and told her he had solved 
his problem. 

When he has a problem he 
normally tries to solve it, she 


said. 

“T-ball has oeen very good for 
Ryan because everyone gets to 
play. There aren’t any wins or 
losses,” Kevin Maloney said of 
his son’s play. ‘“‘Running bases 
for him is hard but he makes it 
and that’s what counts.” 

“He’s independent and it’s 
hard not to worry about him. But 
there aren’t any restrictions. 
Movement is better for him. He 
needs to constantly have his 
muscles stretched. He tires 
easily but when he sees others 
doing something then he wants 
to try,” Mrs. Maloney said. 

Mike Macias, a T-ball 


commissioner for the Upland 
American Little League who 


helps out with Ryan’s team, said 
the youngster is an inspiration. 


“Ryan represents a whole 
untapped resource of ball 
players out there with 
handicaps. Ryan doesn’t know it 
but his playing might help 
someone with a handicap know 
that they can still compete,” 
Macias said. 


Mrs. Maloney said Ryan 
doesn’t want anyone to feel 
sorry for him. 


“He doesn’t want to be treatéd 
special, but he is special. The 
doctors told me when he was 
born not to expect him to live. 
But he did. My only hope is that 
he’s happy, he continues to do 
the things he wants and that he 
feels good about himself,” she 
said.

OVERLOOKED INJURIES 


There are many injuries that occur that 
are overlooked by the injured employee. In 
the column today, | am going to list and ex- |, 
pie some injuries that are work related 

ut often overlooked. 


HEART ATTACKS: A heart attack can be 
work related. Take for example the 
einployee who is carrying a refrigerator up 
a hundred steps and experiences a heart 
attack on the ninety-ninth step. This would 
be relatively easy to show that the work 


caused the injury and therefore the 
emplayae wauld bea entitled to 
Workers’ Compensstion benefits.

Another example is the employee who 
during the course of an argument with his 
supervisor experiences a heart attack. If it 
can be shown that the stress of the argu- 
ment or the emotional trauma of the argu- 
ment triggered the heart attack, then this 
employee should receive Workers’ Com- 
pensation. 


The actual heart attack may occur at 
home, but if the trauma was caused at 
work, or by the work, then a Workers’ Com- 
pensation claim should be filed. 


EMOTIONAL PROBLEMS: Emotional pro- 
blems such as a “nervous breakdown,” 
depression, anxiety, high blood pressure 
can all be caused by your employment. 
School teachers dealing with young 
children seem to experience more emo- 
tional problems than school teachers deal- 
ing with college students. Policemen and 
firemen always seem to end up with high 
blood pressure and heart pro! lems. The 
law presumes that these injuries are caus- 
ed by their employment. 


If you have had any of the following in- 

uries in the last five years you probably 
some money owed to your under 
Workers’ Compensation: 


1. Sprained ankles and knees. 

2. Broken bones. 

3. Pneumonia caused by exposure to the 
elements while working. 

4. Lung problems caused by exposure to 
chemicals.

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KCET appealing to cities 
on moving channel on dial

A Los Angeles public 
television station is appealing to 
West Valley cities to require its 
cable companies not to move its 
channel from lower numbers to 
higher ones on the dial. 

KCET-TV is asking a number 
of Southland cities to pass a 
resolution to prevent cable 
companies from changing the 
station’s channel to 28. Many 
cable companies have KCET on 
channels 2 through 13, the lower 
numbers. 

Greg Krizman, associate 
public relations director of 
KCET, said since the beginning 
of the year, several of the 150 
cable companies that carry the 
station are re-positioning the 
channel to upper numbers on the 
spectrum. 

“If we’re not in the 2 through 
13 area, we're talking trouble,’ 
he said. 

The issue goes before the 

Upland City Council today. 
Comcast Cable Co. recently 
made the switch in Ontario and 
Fontana without telling KCET, 


he said. 
The issue is important to the 


station because research shows 
that viewers are more likely to 
watch programs which appear on 
the lower numbers. 

The higher channels would 
ultimately translate into a loss of 
revenue for the station, which 


depends on viewer subscriptions 
and corporate donations for two- 


thirds of its $25 million annual 
budget. 

KCET management appeared 
on the station for two weeks 
ending June 9 to ask viewers to 
call or write cable companies 
and city counciis to prevent 
moving the channels. 

Since then, the station has 
received some 2,000 phone calis 
and countless letters favoring 
the idea. Krizman said cable 
companies also have been 
inundated with responses from 
viewers, 

“Our basic problem is we fee! 
we should not be displaced from 
the low numbers we have been 
for anumber of years in most 
communities,” he said. 

Viewers tend to scan channels 


for programs starting on the low 
numbers of the dial 


KCET’s bone of contention is 
“that they’re going to find 
something to watch way before 
channel 28,” Krizman said 

Foothills Cable manager Joni 
Odum said KCET has been 
located at channe!i 28 since 1985. 
The cable company serves a 
portion of Upland and San 
Antonio Heights 

“With regard to their concern, 
repositioning is not an issue 
with a Cable Vision System. It is 
on channel 28 so that it is easily 

accessible to viewers and 
subscribers and it’s going to 
stay there,’’ Odum said 

While Krizman said channel 28 
is not the most desirable 
location, he did say, “for the 
sake of consistency, it’s 
preferable than moving around 
and switching us.”’ 

Krizman said information 
packets have been mailed to all 
West Valley cities. Santa 
Monica, Beverly Hills, Whittier 
and Glendale have passed the 
resolution. 


Aitorney says tax unconstitutional

An extra 50 cents for a movie 
is unconstitutional, not to 
-mention unpopular, an attorney 
for Edwards Cinemas argued in 
Rancho Cucamonga Superior 
Court recently. 

Barry London said Rancho 
Cucamonga’s 10 percent 
admissions tax — one that adds 
50 cents to every movie ticket 
sold in the city — could be 
misused by city officials to keep 
certain films from showing in the 
city. 

The tax therefore violates the 
First Amendment’s guarantee of 
free speech and is voided by the 
constitution, he told Judge 
Kenneth Ziebarth. 

Ziebarth is expected to take as 
long as three months to make a 
judgement on the theater’s 
challenge of the tax. 
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Moviegoers took little time to 
overwhelmingly oppose the tax 
when theater officials placed a 
petition at the theater’s doors 
this winter.

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Upland teen finances film

An Upland High School 
senior hopes to transform 
$11,000 he won on a game show 

into a film-making career. 

David O’ Day’s most recent 
attempt at that careerisa 
realistic 45-minute film about 
teen-age anguish, called “No 
One is to Blame.” 

“Our family’s kind of a game 
show family,” said O’Day, 18. 
“We always joke about how | 
did this because my mom was 
on Hollywood Squares when 
she was pregnant with me.” 

The film was shown on cable 
Channel 3 recently to viewers in 
Montclair, Ontario, Upland and 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

“No One is to Blame” begins 
as six teen-agers are waiting 
around for the guest of honor, 
Rachel, at a surprise birthday 
party. While they are waiting, 
they discover the girl’s diary 
and begin reading it, laughing 
and gossiping about their 
friend. 
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Then the phone rings. It is 
Rachel’s mother, announcing 
that Rachel has been in an auto 
accident and is seriously hurt. 
The teens begin to feel guilty 
about their behavior, and the 
film explores their reactions to 
the situation. 

The movie makes a social 
statement, he said. 

“There is a problem with 
backstabbing at all schools. 
Unconsciously, everyone does 
it.” 

O’Day said the idea for the 
film came when he was in an 
auto accident on Valentine’s 
Day, 1986, which wrecked the 
new car that he bought with 
some of his prize money from 
the game show ‘“‘Wheel of 
Fortune.” He was on the show 
when he was 13. 

O’Day has been on several TV 
shows and in the movie, “Teen 
Wolf, Too.” 

“When | had each character 
planned, | pictured kids at 
school. They (the characters) 
had a serious side too, and

Fifty people showed up for 
auditions. The cast of 12 is 
made up mostly of Upland High 
students, except for two from 
Pioneer Junior High and one 
adult actor. 

Filming began in September. 
O’Day admitted skipping a lot of 
school to make the movie, but 
said he always kept his grades 
up. 

It was a challenge to 
orchestrate the schedules of 12 
busy teen-agers, getting them 
all to show up at one place at 
the same time. 

Because one actor didn’t 
show up on time, the entire first 
act of the film was ad-libbed, 
O’Day said. 

O’Day had made movies 
before, but this was anew 
experience.

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Children’s social work can be risky 


Dangers can 
mean words 
Or weapons

Social worker Diane Prosser 
recalled the time she knocked 
on the door of a home to follow 
up on a report that two teen- 
aged girls had been sexually 
molested. 

Whiie she was taiking to the 
mother of the children, the 
father shouted he would shoot 
and kill Prosser if she didn’t 
leave. 

As the man disappeared into 
the back of the house, 
presumably to get his weapon, 
the social worker escaped out 
the front door. 

“It was scary. My heart was 
really going,’ she remembered. 

It’s situations like this which 
make child protective work ‘“‘a 
difficult and fascinating job,”’ 
according to regional director 
Tom Moore of the county Public 
Social Services office in 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Marilyn Dewitt, a child 
protection emergency response 

social worker there, explained 
that the department does not 
make the final decision to 
remove children from homes. 

“We are middlemen in the

process. Law enforcement 
removes kids, we do not. We 
write reports to the court as to 
what the child needs. The 
decision is made by a judge. 
People think we have tons of 
power and we don’t,” she said. 
Niether do child protective 
workers view themselves as 


“rescuers,” according to Moore. 


Instead, their primary goal is

Dewitt said social workers 
are trained to identify and look 
for remedies to family dynamic 
which could mean a risk 
Situation for a child.

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R.C. denies schools’ bid 
to renegotiate funding.

Ignoring several school 
districts’ threats to legally 
challenge Rancho Cucamonga’s 
redevelopment efforts, the city’s 
leaders approved the first 
amendment to the city 
redevelopment plan recently. 

The City Council, acting 
jointly as the Redevelopment 
Agency, voted unanimously to 
approve an amendment that will 
raise the agency’s tax-revenue 
limit from $11.25 million to $100 
million. 

By doing so, the four-member 
panel (Councilman Jeff King was 
absent) denied a request by 
three school districts to 
renegotiate the amount of 
redevelopment dollars that go to 
each district.

Clayton H. Parker, an attorney 
representing the Central and the 
Etiwanda school districts, 
reacted to the vote by saying ‘“‘if 
we Can’t reach an agreement, we 
sue.”

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A majority of these cases, 
she said, involve babies 
younger then 2 who are born to 
young, addicted mothers. When 
finances and resources run out, 
parents sometimes vanish, 
leaving toddlers behind with 
babysitters or relatives. 

Each month, the child 
protective office in Rancho 
Cucamonga handles 400 to 500 
calls a month reporting 
suspected child abuse or 
neglect. 

A staff of approximately 
seven supervisors, 52 social 
workers and five aides, serves a 
population center of about half 
a million residents. 

An average of about 300 to 
350 calls are referred to social 
workers for assessment and the 
rest are determined to be 
“inappropriate referrals,” Moore 
said. 

He added that the 
department sometimes 
encounters questionable 
reports filed by parents 
engaged in custody battles. 

“We get a lot of junk calls. 
What’s tough is sorting them 
out.

daughter so you end up going 
to an upper-class neighborhood 
where the parents are 
threatening you with lawyers. 
Next you meet with a doctor 
about whether or not there is 
medical evidence a child was, in 
fact, molested. Then you talk to 
a lawyer who is fighting you on 
a case and later meet with a 
lawyer who is working with you 
on a case. Then you meet with a 
foster parent who walks on 
water and later one you are 
concerned about,” he said. 


Response from families 


being contacted is just as 
Varied, 


Moore said some parents tell 
Social workers, in effect, “I’m 
glad you're here, please help 
me.” Others threaten with 
Words or weapons. 


One of the difficulties of 
Child protective work is being 
able to shoulder unending 
Criticism, he added. 


“No matter what you do, 
you're being second-guessed. If 
YOU respond to a call and don’t 
find anything wrong, the person 
who made the report thinks you 
haven’t done enough. In another 
Case, if you end up removing 
the child, the grandparents are 


questioning you for what you've 
done,” he said.

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Teachers 
transfer to 
junior high

Junior high can seem like a 
big, unfriendly place fora 
student just out of elementary 
school. 

But for Kingsley Elementary 
students on their way to 
Emerson Junior High this fall, 
the transition might not be quite 
as scary because four Kingsley 
teachers will be going along with 
them. 

“It breaks my heart because 
they’re wonderful teachers,” 
said Cassandra George, principal 
of Kingsley School in Pomona. 
“But the sixth-grade teachers 
have such a commitment to the 
middle school, they decided they 
want to move to the middle 
school.” 

Not only will Kingsley lose its 
sixth-grade teachers, it is losing 
its entire sixth-grade level and 
will become a kindergarten- 
through fifth-grade school in the 
1987-88 year. 

The change at Kingsley is part 
of a districtwide plan for all 
elementary schools eventually to 
serve students only through the 
fifth grade and for the junior 
highs to become sixth- through 
eighth-grade ‘‘middle schools.” 

Lincoln and Madison 
elementary schools will also give 
up their sixth-grade level next 
school year to Emerson and 
Fremont junior highs. 

All sixth-grade teachers from 
schools going to K-5 were given 
the opportunity to relocate at the 
junior high, but only the Kingsley 
teachers took the offer, George 
said.
